MAGARA WITHOUT WATEIR.

This Woniderffal Phenomenon
ally Did Happen Onco,

It sepms wlmost incredible that ot one
time in its listory the greatest and most
wonderful waterfull in the world actue
ally ran dry. Neverthelessit 18 an es
tablished faet that this ocourred on
Mareh 20,1848, und for o few lhours
searcely any water passed over Niggori
Fulls,

The winter of that year haod been an
excepiionally severe one und ice of uni-
swil thickness had formed on Lake Erie,
givs Golden Duays, The warm spring
raing loosened this congealed mass and
on the day in question p brisk east wind
drove the ite farupinto the luke., About
sunsel the wind suddenly voerwl around
and blew aheavy gale from the west,
This naturally turned the iee In ils
course  and bringing it down to the
mouth of the Niagarea river piled it up
in w solid, impenctrable wall,

So cdosely was it packed and sogreat
wos its force that in o short time the
outlet to the lnke was completely choloed
upand Httle or no water could possibly
escape.  In a very shortspace of time
the water below this frozon barrvier
passed over thoe fulls, aid the next morn-
ing the people residing inthe neighbor-
nood were troated to o most ox traordi-
nuey spectaclo.

The roaring, tumbling raplds above
tha falls wore almost obliterted, and
nothing hut the cold, black  rocks waos
visible in all directions, The news
quickly spread pnd erowds of spectators
l|m'|u--l toview the scene, the buniks on
cich side of the river being  linad with
peaple during the whole day, At list
thare came a break inthe ice; it was re-
lcased  from its vostraint; the pentuap
winll of watsr rushed downwird and Ni-
aguen wos itsell again,
